The Summer Solstice! It is the longest day of the year, with 
the Sun and the Sun-6God at His highest and brightest. From 
earliest times, this has been the most celebratory of the 
festival days - a Great Day of contests, and bonfires, and 
everyone decked out with flowers. The Sun is in His 
abundance, and his avatars - Michael, Balin, Arthur, Lugh, 
and Herne - are putting to flight the minions of the dark. 


This is a very important Summer Solstice! Not only is the 
SUn at its apogee in Cancer, but there is a Full Moon in the 
Sign of Capricorn that day, AND it marks the Perigean Spring 
Tides. This is when the tides are at their highest, and it 
happens at those rare times when there is a New or Full 
Moon within 24 hours of when the moon is at its nearest 
point to the Farth. So, the Moon, Tides, and Sun will all be 


at their fullest at Mid-Summer. Quite an event! rirebear 


The Oldest Science - Astrology 


He had been watching the bright star for several nights now and he 
knew that it was moving. Only living things moved in his world, so he 
knew that the light was not simply a star, but a living force like the sun 
or the moon. And in this way, primitive man began to discover the 
wandering stars which the Greeks later called planetai, (including the sun 
and the moon) and which, today, we call planets. 

AS the centuries passed, the early man learned something of the will 
of the sky forces. He learned that the phe grew cool and dark without 
hight from the sun. He learned to predict eclipses to determine the times 
of high tides and Severe storms. He learned that bright Venus had 
qualities that differed from red Mars and impulsive Mercury. He 
learned that the slower Jupiter and Saturn were more powerful in the 
| long run. And he built tools to help him discover the systematic motions 
of the lights in the heavens. 

Because the new moon occurs twelve times each year, he divided the 
year into Twelve months and degignated each with a Sign of the zodiac. 
And he divided the day and the night into hours - twelve for each. 
Because he discovyered the magic of the triangle with sides of three, four, 
and five units, he made the product of three, four, and five his sacred 
number - and thus was born the ancient mathmatical system based upon 
Sixty, which is why we have sizty min ates in an hour and sixty seconds 1n 
a minute. 

And he chose 300 for the divisions of a circle because it was the 
product of three, four, five, and siz; it was equal in length to twelve 
moons (months); it was equal to thirteen passages of the moon through 
the zodiac (called the sidereal period of the moon); it was very close to 
the year of 365 days; and it was an easy number to divide. Today we 
Still use this time-tried system. 

It was in this fashion that the study of astrology gave us many of our 
traditional measuring systerms. And, as men grew to know more about 
tne lights in the sky, he created greater tools and developed a more 
complex understanding of the forces which affected himself and his 
fellows. Those who understood how to use this new knowledge found 
that it was a Source of personal power which could be used to elevate 
them to positions of honor and royalty. 

The lesser classes who were not capable of understanding this Science 
were good Subjects who could serve the kings and priests. 50, the less 
intellectually inclined were given myths to help them understand and yet 
prevent them from fully understanding. The majority of mankind 
accepted the forces of the universe as gods, while the learned began to 
use the forces to promote their own interests 


But apart from the politicians, there were idealists who were dedicated to 
the greater philosophical secrets. They formed a worldwide fraternity 
which is $till alive today. At first they passed the secrets from 

one generation to the nezt by word of mouth and later in coded writing 
as well. Most of the holy writings of the world's religions are laced with 
encoded secrets to be found by those who are willing to make the effort. 
Based upon a collection of stories told in Hebrew, Aramaic, and ancient 
Greek, Christianity is no exce my on. It nas changed considerably since the 
time of the Christ, but there are $till many hints left as to its original 
character - Some of which will be explored in future articles, under the

Rush 
lights can be made from any rush with a Soft, white, Sponge-like 
center. These grow in or ne 2ar almost ny marsh, pond, or Stream. 


bather rushes by cutting | hem with a Sharp knife below the water 
tine. Cut the rushes into It _ 1s that can be easily worked with. 
Soak in water for three is. fou! ore: and then Spread them in the 
SUN or in © very low-temperature Set oven, in order to dry 
completely. 


The trick to making ® good rush light is to peel away a Small strip 
of green outer skin down one $ige of the rush, leaving just enough 
Skin Still in place to Support the Soft inner material. When you 
have the rushes ready, heat Some wan in a long container until just 
melted (be careful not to overheat!). Dip the rushes, one at a 
time, into the wax, making certain each is completely coated. 
fllow the wan to Set. Repeat the dipping three or four more times, 
allowing the rush to dry between each dipping. 


You can use perfumed or colored oil for variety.

Pagan Book Review: by Firebear 


The Underworld Initiation by R.]. Stewart 
(Aquarian Press - $11.95 - 315 pages) 


"I have descended into the bosom of the Mistress. In an echo of this 
ancient inscription of the Orphic mysteries, R.]. Stewart brings us a 
view of the stages and elements of the Underworld /Otherworld, 
Journey /Initiation Mystery Tradition. His premise 1s no less than the 
asSertion that there emsts a powerful esoteric tradition, native to the 
Western Hemisphere, whose task is the transformation (by initiation) 
of its practitioners. This tradition is distinguished from the Eastern 
religions and traditions in that the gurus and teachers in the Western 
tradition are metaphysical beings - $ymbolic and realistic, but 
metaphysical. 


The author compares the traditions with those of orthodox religion, 
occult literature from the Middle Ages to present day, and modern 
pseudo-paganism.” He also makes comparisons against psychology, 
that loye-child of materialism and orthodox religion...In our present 
culture we have lost..shared and group learning in favor of 
mass-media entertainment - life is no longer lived by the individual, 
but lived for the individual through control of the social group. 


Stewart Shows that the foundation of the Otherworld Mystery Tradition 
lies in the basic viewpoint that there is more than one World, and its 
value lies within its liberating qualities. A tradition, of any sort, has 
no other ultimate value.” 


For me, the chapter on the figure of the Guardian and the Guide was, 
by itself, worth the price of the book. But the author discusses many 
elements of our traditions: magical dreams, the Hermetic and 
Universal trees (not the Qabalah !), totem beasts, riddles, the Horned 
God, the Son of Light, ancestors, initiation, and the Underworld 
narrative. There are also analyses of the songs and ballads that are the 
core of these Mysteries: Toung Tam Lin, Thomas the Rhymer, The False 
Enight on the Road, and many others. Stewart even provides a 
discography of modern folk balladeers who have rendered some of 
these | 


"I have descended into the bosom of the Mistress.” Like the Mysteries, 
I trust this book will excite you, challenge you, and deepen your 
conviction in the Great Work of which we all have our Part.
